Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

It was indicated in the previous office action that US*509 while not a competent reference against the instantly claimed 
invention, contains claims drawn to structurally analogous compounds, that does not constitute patentable distinction 
between US*509 patent and the instantly claimed invention. Mr. Hissong inquired as the claims in US'509 are 
specifically drawn to pyrazol-3-yl compounds, would an amendment to the instant claims excluding 1 H-pyraozol-3-yl 
group from the definition of D, be sufficient to distinguish from the US'509 patent. As the claimed subject matter of 
US'509 patent is specifically drawn to compounds having a pyrazol-3-yl group attached to the carboxamido group via a 
1,3-phenylene, examiner indicated that above amendment to the instant claims would result in a two-way structural 
distinction from the patented compounds of US'509, because the linking cyclic group B in the instant claims is a 1.4- 
phenylene group. Therefore, if the instant claims are amended as above, then they would be sufficiently distinct from 
being suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art by the claims of US'509. 
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
